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_ Only. a limited edition of the transac- 
tions of The National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
held in Cincinnati, May 9th to 11th, 
1917, will be printed this year. The 
executive office will probably not be able 
*to supply members with a copy unless 
a request for this volume is received in 
advance of publication. To insure a 
copy, notification must be received not 
later than August Ist, 1917. 

When the Board of Directors author- 
ized the pecatee of the American 
Review of Tuberculosis, it was at first

proposed to discontinue the amnual vol- 
ume of transactions, but it was later 
decided to continue the publication at 
least for the coming year, and possibly 
indefinitely. A referendum vote of the 
members as to their desires in this mat- 
ter brought replies from 476 -favoring 
discontinuance and from 381 asking that 
et age ree be continued. Those in the 
atter group have already been listed for 
the coming volume. All others who de- 
sire copies should communicate promptly 
with the executive office. 

Copies bound in cloth instead of pa- 


per covers will be furnished to members 
upon payment of 50 cents. It should 
be noted also that copies of previous 
transactions may be purchased by mem- 
bers for 50 cents in paper cover, or 
$1.00, bound in cloth. 

Copies of the coming volume will be 
supplied to non-members for $1.00 each 
in paper, or $1.50 in cloth, if notifica- 
tion is received by August Ist. Trans- 
actions of any of the previous meetings 
of the Association may be obtained at 
the same price. 


The accompanying table shows the 
list of representatives from various 
states who were in attendance at the 
annual meeting of the National Associa- 
tion, May 9th to llth, at Cincinnati. 
This is the largest meeting in point of 
view of registration that the Association 
has ever had and it is significant to note 
that more than 400 out-of-town visitors 
were present with representatives from 
as far away as India and the Philippine 
Islands. 


Recommendations to Defense Council 


Action was taken by the Association 
through formal resolution on a number 
of important matters. One resolution 
relating particularly to the war is of 
vital significance to all anti-tuberculosis 
workers. It is as follows: 


“Inasmuch as Dr. Franklin Martin of 
- the Advisory Committee of the Gen- 
eral Medical Board of the Council 
of National Defense has written to 
the President of the National Asso- 
ciation for ‘he Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis, for recom- 
mendations to the Medical Board 
concerning tuberculosis, to be sent to 
the sub-committee of the Board, 
namely, Dr. Hermann Biggs, Chair- 
man, Mr. Homer Folks, Dr. Law- 
rason Brown, Dr. George T. Palmer, 
Dr. Edward R. Baldwin and Dr. 
Charles R. Grandy, the following 
resolutions have been prepared: 
“Whereas, It has been the experi- 
ence of the warring nations of 
Europe that cases of incipient and 


even moderately advanced tubercu- 
losis are frequently unrecognized in 
the routine examination of recruits; 
and 

“Whereas, Inactive tuberculosis is 
frequently rendered active by the 
physical and mental strain and ex- 
posure of modern warfare; and 

“Whereas, The appalling prevalence 
of tuberculosis in the armies both 
in the field and in the concen- 
tration camps with the inevitable 
and widespread extension of the in- 
fecticn from these to civilian popu- 
lation is the greatest of all health 
problems presented by the present 
war; and 

“Whereas, The extreme gravity 
of the situation demands that the 
services of all the most highly 
trained men available be utilized 
most effectively for protection 
against the occurrence of conditions 
now prevailing in France and other 
countries; an 

“Whereas, The continued presence 
in their several communities of men 
and women now engaged in tuber- 
culosis and other health work is 
likewise necessary for the conserva- 
tion of the health of our people, 
and to care for returning invalided 
soldiers, therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis in convention 
assembled pledges its loyal support 
to the Government; and further 

“Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis urges upon the 
Council of National Defense the fol- 
lowing measures: 


Important Action Taken at Annual Meeting 


“I. The registration and organization 
for the term of the war of the tuber- 
culosis workers of our country, includ- 
ing clinicians, Roentgenologists, labora- 
tory workers, nurses, social workers and 
administration officers, and their com- 
mission as reserve officers, 

“II. The division of the country into 
districts in which these new federal 
forces may be utilized without undul 
interfering with the present vital wor 
of conserving the health of their several 
localities. 

“III. The employment of these forces 
for the following specific purposes: 

“(a) To make under the command 
of a ranking medical officer of the 
army corps, repeated routine exam- 
ination and observation of recruits 
while in training and mobilization 
camps for the purpose of detecting 
any obscure tuberculous lesions ; 

* “(b) To utilize and enlarge the exist- 
ing sanatoria and hospitals of our 
country so that all cases of tubercu- 
losis arising in our forces may be 
adequately cared for as near as pos- 
sible to their homes; 

“(c) To work out in co-operation 
with existing health authorities a 
definite, comprehensive and con- 
structive program for adequate pre- 
vention and control of tuberculosis 
among the whole population.” 


Tuberculosis Nurses in Wartime 


A second resolution with regard to the 
attitude of tuberculosis nurses toward 
enrolment in active hospital service is . 
also vitally significant. Anti-tuberculosis 
associations and others who read the 
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Bulletin are urged to give this resolution 
the widest publicity. It is as follows: 


“Whereas, A large number of pub- 
lic health nurses have already en- 
rolled or are being urged to enroll 
in the active service of the American 
Red Cross and other agencies for 
nursing work during the war; and 

“Whereas, The’ Red’ Cross and 
other bedside nursing can be done 
as well by the regular graduate and 
undergraduate nurses as by those 
who have had special training in 
public health work, while we have 
no substitutes available for the lat- 
ter, and 

“Whereas, Our national! efficiency, 
depending as it does upon our na- 
tional health, demands of each of us 
that we give our services where they 
will be of the widest benefit rather 
than follow our personal inclina- 
tions; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis urge upon all 
public health nurses and particularly 
upon those who have had special 
training in tuberculosis work that 
they can best serve our country in 
its present crisis by continuing, for 
the present at least, to employ their 
energies with the complicated health 
problems of our various communi- 
ties.” 


National Prohibition Urged 


Prohibition was also recognized by the 
Association and a _ resolution was 


adopted urging the prohibition of alco- 
holic liquors during the war and for one 
year thereafter. This resolution is as 
follows: 


“Whereas, Several of the Euro- 
pean countries engaged in the great 
war have found it desirable to place 
themselves on a prohibition basis, 

“Whereas, We wish to neglect 
nothing that will make for the gen- 
eral good of the service, and 

“Whereas, Our loyalty in such 
time of stress should lead us to ask 
nothing of those going to the front 
which those remaining are not will- 
ing to demand of themselves; there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, That this Association 
place itself on record a: favoring 
national prohibition both for soldiers 
and civilians during the war period 
and for one year thereafter.” 


Services Offered to Red Cross 


An offer of codperation with the 
American Red Cross was made in the 
following resolution : 


“Whereas, The National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis has an organization 
extending throughout every state of 
the Union which is thoroughly con- 
versant with the health conditions 
and philanthropic activities, and 

“Whereas, The American Red 
Cross is confronted with the im- 
mense task of coordinating the 
health and philanthropic activities 
——— the country; therefore 

e it 

“Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis offers to the 
President of the American Red 
Cross the services of its organiza- 
tion for codperation in promoting 
Red Cross work in any form that 
may be determined upon.” 


Exploitation of Fake Cures Abroad 
Condemned 


The recent action of the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce in urging ex- 
ploitation of China by the patent 
medicine interests was condemned in 
the following resolution: 


“Whereas, The National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis is opposed to the 
vending of patent medicines and the 
self-administration of ‘Cures’ for 
various diseases; and 


“Whereas, The American Medical 
Association has also condemned the 
sale and use of self-administered 
‘Cures’; and 


“Whereas, The patent medicine in- 
terests of the United States have 
been seeking an outlet for their 
trade in foreign countries; and 

“Whereas, The United States De- 
partment of Commerce in its special 
Consular Report No. 76, issued in 
March, 1917, has advocated and 
urged upon the patent medicine in- 
terests of the United States that 
they exploit China and the Chinese 


people as a lucrative field for their 
business; be it 

“Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis condemns such 
action on the part of the United 
States Department of Commerce, 
and that the Executive Secretary 
be instructed to forward a copy of 
this resolution to the secretary of 
said Department, urging that here- 
after the influence of the United 
States Government should not be 
used in support of the patent medi- 
cine business.” 


Russell Sage Foundation Thanked 


Two resolutions of thanks were ex- 
pressed as follows: 


“Whereas, Since the year 1907, the 
Russell Sage Foundation has gener- 
ously contributed to the work of the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
making it possible for the Associa- 
tion to carry on such activities as 
publicity, the publication of the di- 
rectory and the development of work 
in the field, the financing of which 
— have been extremely difficult, 
an 

“Whereas, The trustees of the 
Russell Sage Foundation feel unable 
to longer continue their annual grant 
to the National Association, be it 

“Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis thus publicly 
expresses and records its apprecia- 
tion and thanks for this service of 
the Russell Sage Foundation; and 
that the Executive Secretary be in- 
structed to forward a copy of this 
resolution to the directors of the 
Russell Sage Foundation.” 


Appreciation of Excellent Local 
Arrangements 


“Resolved. That the thanks of the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis be 
extended to the Local Committee of 
Arrangements, to the Cincinnati 
Anti-Tuberculosis League, to the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, 
and to all of those who have helped 
to promote the attendance at this 
13th annual meeting, and to make 
it a success,”
